While the allied artillery and airmen 
are subjecting the city to a terrific bombardment, 
the infantry is advancing eastward and northward 
toward the city, slowly overcoming the enemy 
defense. 


The capture of Epieds has enabled the French 


and Americans to penetrate the center of Fere for- 
est, five miles directly south of Fere-En-Tardenois. 


A strategic enemy map estimated that twenty 


divisions, 240,000 men, are expected soon to aid 
in a counter maneuver.

Accenting the importance of town- 


ship and community councils of de- 
fense, the Indiana State 'Council of 
Defense has just issued 
a general 


bulletin urging thnt this work be en- 
larged and extended in order to "ul- 
timately reach the most remote cit- 
izen and make him a part of 
the 


council of defense system." 


The Imlletin 
declares 
that 
(he 


Federal Government is relying more 
ind more upon the state councils of 
defense system "to conduct the war 
programs in the states' and to main- 
tain the morale of all citizens under 
the strain of war." The State Coun- 
cil, in turn, 
informs 
the 
county 


councils that 
this reliance is ha-=ed 


principally upon the smaller units, 
and will prove 
justified 
exactly in 


proportion to the effectiveness of the: 
smaller organizations. 


'In this great international con- 


test of resources, it is the reaction 
of individuals that determines the 
result and on which, in the last an- 
alysis, hangs the fate of the world. 
11 is the township council only that 
readies the individual and by trans- 
lating the messages of the Federal 
Government into 
prompt and thor- 


ough action, makes our national re- 
sources the determining factor for 
victory.'' 


The 'State Council points out fur- 


ther, that only the 
framework of 


township councils can be created by 
appointment.
